The  appointment 
of  another  Assessor  waa  rather  a  foolish 
move  on  their  part,  the  old  incumbent  has 
taken  no  notice  of  l heir  action  t  ut  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  finish  bis  wotk  regardless  of  any 
new  appointments. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  now  among  the 
people  that  the  city  charter  is  null  and 
void,  some  of  the  originators  of  the  scheme 
the  mail  re*  confessing  that  it  is  a  mere 
force,  but  thinking  it  is  better  to  asauin 
it  if  possible  a  little  longer  to  prevent  the 
village  from  being  annexed  to  Newark, 
though  why  this  should  follow  is  difficult 
to  see.  Been  use  a  form  of  government 
was  forced  upon  the  people  that  did  not 
suit  their  ideas  ol  what  was  essential  to  the 
interests  of  the  pltce  is  no  reason  why 
upon  its  overthrow'  another  movement 
should  be  mode  that  ii  equally  distasteful 
to  a  great  number. 

What  )■  required  to  place  Belleville  in  its 
proper  position  j*  an  act  that  shall  provide 
far  the  differently  situated  portion*  of  the 
township  what  is  best  suited  to  their  par 
titular  wants  ;  if  the  viJUge  proper  want 
to  lay  paved  streets  and  fiagged'side  walk* 
let  the  act  (whatever  it  may  be)  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  not  re¬ 
quire  the  outlying  portion  of  the  town  to 
Contribute  in  live  shape  of  sn  incidental 
UK  or  any  other  farm  far  that  whkh  can¬ 
not  possibly  benefit  themselves,  as  has  been 
the  ease  heretofore.  The  M  mtgotnery 
election  dUtrfctjdl)  was  drawn  up  to  avoid 
this  imposition  acd  exactly  and  perfectly 
met  the  requirements  of  the  people  in  that 
locality.  It  a  small  sum  b  needed  for  gen 
eral  exprutes  in  w  hich  all  thare  alike,  let 
it  be  raised  under  a  proper  head  and  not  hu 
indefinite  one  that  can  be  applied  fa  any 
purpose  that  suits  the  one-sided  ideas  ot 
would-be  managers. 

It  t*  a  fact  that  no  one  can  deny  that  the 
outlying  portions  of  Belle  vide  have  been 
shamefully  neglected  lor  a  number  ot  years 
post ;  the  roads  are  a  crying  disgrace  to  the 
people  who  have  allowed  themaelves  to  lie 
ho  imposed  upon,  and  the  blame  rests  upon 
those  who  have  been  in  authority  who 
would  not  take  all  into  consideration.  At 
last  the  people  have  waked  up  and  have 
lull  j  determined  to  pay  no  road  taxes  un 
lens  they  can  have,  not  a  portion,  but  the 
full  benefit  of  all  moneys  raised  far  such 
purpose,  and  there  ii  not  a  shadow  of  doubt 
that  a  refusal  to  be  taxed  under  conditions 
such  as  have  existed  in  part*  of  Belleville 
would  be  sustained  by  the  authorities  that 
would  be  called  upon  to  decide  upon  such 
an  i*flue.  Taxation  without  benefits  is  jusi 
as  much  an  act  of  tyranny  aa  was  taxation 
without  representation  in  the  day*  of 
Seventy-six.  As  tong  as  the  inhabitants 
of  this  place  are  foolish  enough  to  submit 
to  im  posit  Ion  just  so  long  will  it  be  prac 
ticed  at  their  expense.  The  people  have 
been  hoodwinked  heretofore,  and  this 
fraud  of  s  Charter  is  ten  times  worse  than 
anything  we  have  yet  had. 

Want  a  fire  department  and  a  water  sup¬ 
ply,  and  a  lamp  district,  and  a  pile  ot 
money,  to  re-survey  the  village,  do  you  ? 
And  the  Council  lorthwith  issue  their  man 
date  that  the  neceseary  lunds  wilt  be  forth¬ 
coming  from  alt  th*  taxable  property  in 
the  city,  regard  lean  of  the  fact  that  a  very 
great  portion  of  that  taxable  property  ta 
mi  lee  away  trora  the  scene  of  improvement 
There  is  only  ooe  conclusion  to  arrive  at 
in  looking  at  this  method  of  doing  busL 
arm.  fCIther  the  managers  think  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  fools,  or  they  are  fools  themtrivee.

Marseille*  is  the 
third  city  of  France  iu  site,  and  the  second 
moat  important  port  ;  iu  busim-ss  with 
the  United  State*  is  very  large,  and  would 
be  much  more  extensive  if  there  wss  a  di¬ 
rect  line  of  steamers  connecting  it  with 
New  York.  Those  familiar  with  the  ship 
ping  here  say  that  it  would  be  one  of  the 
most  important,  aa  well  a*  one  of  tho  beat 
paying  line*  that  cross  the  Atlantic  ;  but 
fa  make  it  pay  it  is  necessaiy  to  have  no 
second-rate  affair;  tha  steamers  should  be 
fast  and  fitted  up  for  Cabin  passengers 
The  voyage  can  be  made  in  H  days,  and 
what  man  who  was  going  to  spend  the 
winter  with  his  family  In  Italy  or  st  Nice, 
would  not  prefer  to  cross  to  llamHlea  in¬ 
stead  of  Liverpool,  saving  the  dreaded 
voyage  across  the  channel,  and  the  long

we  visited  Mr.  Bergl/i  headquarters  the 
other  ufiernoon.  There  w©  were  informed 
byth©  Burgeon  employed  by  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  fa  Animate 
that  the  very  symptoms  cited  as  proofs  ol 
hydrophobia  ire  really  proofs  against  tire 
existence  of  that  disease.  He  says  that  a 
mad  dog  runs  in  a  straight  Hue  and  slouch 
e*  along  with  head  down  and  tail  between 
its  leg*  si  though  it  hwd  born  whipped 
and  that  It  frotns  verp  slightly  at  the 
mouth.  The  dogs  that  are  called  mad, 
and  are  shot  by  valiant  polk  ©men,  simply 
are  suffering  from  fits;  they  run  around  in 

a  circle  frothing  pro  lose  l  y  at  tb©  mouth  1  cc7vere4  Wtlh  patent 
and  snap  at  any  on©  who  interferes  with 
them.  If  they  happen  to  bite  a  man  he 
straightway  thinks  that  he  has  hydro  pho¬ 
bia  and  dies,  if  he  does  die,  a  victim  to 
hi*  imagfaation.
